Drainage of Village Green 
This was being pursued via a Land Drainage 


Consultant who had given advice on "“resurrect- 
ing" the original drainage system and, if possible, 
improving this. 
Cycleways 
The Clerk was asked to arrange a meeting 
between Dry Drayton and Bar Hill Parish councils 
to discuss the reasons why a cycleway linking the 
village to Bar Hill has, in the past, always been 
refused by Dry Drayton Parish Council. 
Fenced Area of Village Green by Playgroup 
Permission had been granted for an area of the 
Village Green to be fenced off by the Pre-school 
Playgroup to allow them to meet the Playgroup 
Association regulations on outdoor play. Certain 
conditions had been imposed on the Playgroup by 
the Parish Couacil as advised by their solicitor. 
Teanis C request for donation 
The Parish Council felt that the Sports Council 
and Lawn Tennis Association should be ap- 
proached first by the Tennis Club for funds to- 
wards a project to provide two further tennis 
courts on the Village Green. If there was still a 
shortfall after these organizations had donated, 
then the Tennis Club could approach the Parish 
Council again. 
Wilcom Hoges Lid - Watermead 
The transfer of this land to the Parish Council 
still had not been effected. Once plans outlining 
which areas were owned by residents and which 
would be public land, are produced by Wilcon and 
transferred to the Parish Council's solicitor, then 
this transfer can finally take place. 
Restrictive Covenant on Village - Caravans/ 
boats 
As all residents will be aware, caravans and 
boats are not permitted to be parked on residents’ 
properties in the village. The Parish Council wanted 
to remind residents of this as there have been 
more and more incidences of complaints regard- 
ing caravans in the village recently.

Dear Elector 

Local Government provides to residents of Bar 
Hill vital local services, such as schools, libraries, 
planning, meals on wheels, roads, housing, com- 
munity care, refuse collection and many others. 

You will shortly receive from the Local Gov- 
ernment Commission a leaflet setting out a number 
of options for change to ‘Unitary’ or ‘Single Tier’ 
Local Authorities. It is vital that you consider 
carefully ‘“What’s Best” for you and your family, 
then complete and return the tear off slip to let the 
Commission know your views, which really do 
count. 

Any Unitary Authority must be clearly able to 
provide the full range of specialist Education and 
Social services, free access to Cambridge Central 
Library, to ensure sensible planning for the whole 
of the Cambridge area, with an end to the inter- 
council disputes on Transport, Housing Develop- 
ments and Leisure Facilities. Above all avoid the 
large number of ‘joint arrangements’;these may 
give the impression of local control over services 
but in fact mean less accountability. 

One thing is clear: the cheapest option is to 
have just two authorities, which will keep admin- 
istration to a minimum, maintain quality and 
effective local service for all in Bar Hill. If we end 
up with the wrong structure many of the local 
services, especially community care, child protec- 
tion, special education and services for the elderly 
could be affected - there will be either a reduction 
in services or they will cost you more. For these 
and many other reasons I believe you should 
support Option Two of the Commission's Report. 

This review is very important. It is vital that you 


let the Commission know what you prefer, and you

The weather has taken a turn 
for the better, and the countryside 
is blooming - what a time! 

An appeal, please take extra care whilst driving 
around the rimg road; not only keep your speed to 
the limit but watch out for the wildlife. 

At this time of the year, young fox and badger 
cubs start to explore their surroundings, and at 
times may cross the perimeter road at night. Re- 
ports have been given to me by several people, of 
foxes seen in the Appletrees area, so please drive 
carefully. 

The hedgerows are full of colour, with flowers 
or their own blossom, and provide the perfect 
cover for nesting birds... Whitethroat, Lesser 
Whitethroat, Yellowhammer, Blackbird, Thrush, 
Blackcap, Dumaock and lots of others, so you can 
see what a faatastic thing a hedgerow is, not only 
providing beauty to the countryside, homes for the 
birds, animals, insects, but also providing a corri- 
dor for animals to move around the countryside; 
let's have more of them, not less. 

The pond at the reserve is in full production; 
yellow iris, reeds, rushes and lots of other water 
plants live there, as do several pairs of newts which 
have been egg laying recently (these being the 











Common or Smooth newt). Several types of dam- 
selfy have already hatched and are flying about, 
and so has a type of dragonfly (the Four Spotted 
Chaser), all manner and types of water insects live 
in and around the pond. Walk down there some- 
time and sit by the pond and just watch. You will 
soon see things moving around but please (and I 
do hate doing this) PLEASE DONT THROW 


| STICKS OR LET YOUR DOGS JUMP INTO 


THE POND. At this time of the year the pond is 
in full production, plants, insects and amphibians, 
so please give these a chance. 

Lots of the nest boxes in and around the reserve 
are summer homes to the birds. The parents can 
be seen flying backwards and forwards continu- 
ously to keep the youngsters fed whilst the food 
supply is abundant. A green woodpecker has been 
seen a lot recently in the wooded area of the 
reserve. This bird is known as a ’yaffler’ because 
of its laugh, which is known as a yaffle. It spends 
some of the time on tree trunks looking for bugs 
but its main passion is for ants, which it really 
loves, so keep a look out for it.
